Work is 
found for every young person on some 
one of these committees, and he is ad- 
vanced from the simplest service to the 
most 1 - providing flow- 
ers for the pulpit to leading devotional 
meetings.

is the recruiting force to bring in new 
members, and introduce them to the 
work and to the other members.

So the good work goes on, but only to 
a limited extent, comparatively. There

It seems to us that the Chamber of 
Commerce has been far too niggardly 
in the matter of purchasing and send- 
ing abroad literature of the right sort 
about Los Angeles and Southern Cali- 
fornia.

Differences 
developed which bade fair to block the way 
to a conclusion. 


Finallly Mr. Blaine, who had been ab- 
sent at a Cabinet meeting, arrived. He 
asked a recess and invited the committee 
on general welfare to join him in consider- 
ing the matter. Mr. Blaine made a brief 
speech, in which he said the resolutions of 
Mr, Quintana had been changed from being 
in perpetuity torun ateven dates with the 
treaty of arbitration. He proposed that the 
foliowing be accepted as a substitute for 
the first, second, third and fourth resola- 
tions of the original text; that the principal 
of conquest shall not during the continu- 
ance of the treaty of arbitration be rec- 
ognized as admissable under American 
public law; that all cessions of territory 
shall be void if made under threats of war 
or the presence of an armed force, that any 


nation from which such cessions shall be 


exacted may demand that the validity of 
the cessions be submitted to arbitration, 
and any renunciation of the right of arbi- 
tration made under threats, etc., shall be 
null and void.

Commissioner ‘Wright's Figures as 


to Their Earnings. 

Wasurneron, April 18.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Commissioner of Labor 
Wright, in his annual report, deals solely 
with railroad labor, the subject being 
treated at great length. At the end of the 
last fiscal year the number of railroad car- 
porations in the United States was approx- 
imately 1718. The mileage was 156,400 
miles and the number of employés 689,912, 
For the purpose of investigation, railroads 
are divided into seven geographical groups. 
Sixty were selected, representing all parts 
of the country and all conditions ot railroad 
labor and employing 241,910 persons. 

On the subject of the relations of the em- 
ployés and corporations, as to 600 roads, by 
which the real railroad business of the 
eountry is performed, it was found that 19 
maintain beneficiary institutions anda few 
pay hospital expenses for men injured in 
their service. Very few pay taxes for the 
support of State and county institutions. 
Three or four contribute to relief funds and 
several furnish clubhouses for certain 
classes of employés. Six companies as- 
sert that they pension their super- 
annuated employés and those permanently 
disabled. A few give superannuated em- 


_ ployés light work or allow half-time pay, 


darn less than 


while a number make settlements upon |: 


those disabled. Two hundred and sixty-six 
companies retain in their service the per- 
manently disabled, the number of such on 
the rolls at the close of the year 1888 being 
$121. A very large number of roads pro- 
vide some system of techuical education for 
men in their shops. A few have technical 
schools for employés, aud in some cases for 
families. 

Commissioner Wright discusses at length 
what he calli the absurdity of the common 
law now prevailing, which prokibits au in- 

ured employé from recovering damages 

m his employer when the injury was the 

result of the negligence or unitness of 
another employé. : 

The wages side of railway labor is tréated 
very fully in tabulated statements, showing 
the number of men employed by the day or 
month, by the mile, trip, piece, under con- 
tract or on commission; also what propor- 
tion of the year the men are employed, ete. 
As to wages, itis found that over seventy- 
three per cent. are paid at rates ranging 
from one to two dollars per day. The aver- 
age daily rate of all employés paid by 
cific time on 60-roads is $1.64, yet nearly 
sixty-one per cent of the whole number re- 
ceived less than the average rate for all, 
while only about thirty-nine per cent, re- 
ceived above the average for all. It is also 
shown that of the whole number of em- 

loyés, 101,005 earn less than $100 per year, 

621 earn from $101 to $200 per year, and 
21.517 earn from $201 to $300 per year. The 
average earnings on all sixty roads per year 
are 5243, although less thau sixty per cent. 
is average. 

The report shows the average daily rate 
of pay in each of the seven groups of 17 
occupations. The repert further shows 


that 224,370 individual men were employed | 


on an average 147 days each a year, and they 
received #242 ou an average as actual earn- 


ings for the year employed. ‘These 224,370 
men were employed to fill 105,807 positions;

ANOTHER BANKING BILL. 


A Measure Embodying Some of 
Stanford's Ideas. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.— [By the Asso- 
clated Press.] Senator Hiscock today in- 
troduced a bill providing that national 
banks may secure circulation by deposits of 
Government, State, railway aud municipal 
bonds of par market value, and not in de- 
fault of interest for ten years past, the 
amount of circulation not to exceed 90 per 
cent, of their market value except on Gov- 
ernment bonds, upon which face value may 
be issued; also of first mortga ge loans on im- 
proved real estate at not exceeding 50 per 
cent. of the assessed value, property uaran- 
teed certificates of deposit.of gold and 
silver coin or bullion; storage warrants and 
warehouse receipts of pig iron, cotton and 
wheat, insured in reliable companies; the 
percentage of circulation on these not to ex- 
ceed 75 per cent. of the face value, except 
in the case of gold and silver. Banks must 
make good any deficiency caused by surink- 
age in value. Circulating notes issued are 
redeemable in 50-year 2 per cent. Govern- 
ment bonds. The Secret ry of the Treas- 
ury shail set apart from the amount paid in 
previously by the national banks as tax on 
circulation, and from the fun i accumulated 
from the non-presentation of. circulation, 
lost or destroyed, $20,000,000 as a guaran-

M. McCartney, one of the Union 
Pacific engineers who was in this city 
a few weeks ago, is talking again, and 
it seems now that he bas chosen a 
direct route to Los Angeles and San 
Diego. He says that after leaving the 
Atlantic and Pacific at Ludlow the 
road will run through Morongo Pass, 
taking in some fine country. 1 ong 
this pass the road will get into the 
valley used by the Southern Pacific, 
and will follow it up through the San 
Gorgonio Pass. 

From Morongo Pass there are two 
routes possible to San Diego, either 
one of which is practicable and at 
least partially surveyed. The San 
Diego line could either leave the Los 
Angeles line at or near Pomona and 
follow on down via the line of the 
proposed Pomona and Elsinore route 
through the lemecula Cafion and so 
on down to Escondido and into the 
valley of the San Diego River. The 
other route would leaye the other line 
at Morongo Pass, follow the Southern 
Pacific line until it rounded the San 
Jacinto Mountains, and thence via the 
San Felipe, Warner’s and Vailecitos 
Pass toa connection with the Cuya- 
maca line at Forster’s,

“THE FLORIDA SCALE . 


Prof. Coquillett’s Investigations in 
Pomona Orchards, 

Prof. D. W. Coquillett of the Agri- 
cultural Department, at Washington, 
and Henry W. Kruckeberg, editor of 
the Rural Californian, spent all of one 
day in the newly-planted orange groves 
in and about Pomona, to learn 
definitely whether the Florida scale 
would thrive in our climate and multi- 
ply. Most of the orchards visited 
were planted to Florida trées about a 
year ago, the trees being invariably 
first subjected to a thorough dipping 
and then planted. The first orchard 
visited was that of Mr. Seth Richards, 
about three-quarters of a mile north of 
North Pomona. These trees were in- 
spected and dipped before planting 
about a year ago, and it 
was claimed were free from scale. 
About a couple of hours were 
spent in this orchard, and some fifteen 
to twenty live scales were found on as 
many different trees, and also the eggs, 

_ clearly proving that the Florida purple 
scale thrives and multiplies in this 
climate. (There are three genera- 
tions of purple scale each year.) The 
next orchard visited, located north of 
Pomona, was found comparatively free 
from scale, and close by another orchard 
was examined where the trees had been 
subjected to the gas treatment to de- 
Biroy the Florida red scale, and was 

found comparatively clean. Josiah 
Alkrier’s orchard was found infested 
with the purple scale, indeed, the first 
twig examined contained five of the 
purple variety, three of which were 
alive and thriving. In this orchard the 
trees were dipped previous to plant- 
ing. There were several more young 
orchards visited planted to Florida 
stock, and, almost invariably, live 
purple and live chaff scales were 
found, and in one instance afew ot 
the Florida long scale. These facts 
dispel, at one sweep; the futile argu- 
ment, made by the Florida importers, 
that the Florida scales will not thrive 
in this climate. When we consider 
that all the trees examined were in- 
spected by the local inspectors, or- 
dered either dipped or gased (in one 
instance even scrubbed after being 
dipped) and have been planted fora

year and over; that the past winter 
was unusually severe on insect life, 
having killed in localities as high as 
80 per cent. of our red scales, it proves 
conclusively that the Florida pests are 
as tenacious of life as any scales that 
have infested our orchards for years. 

Florida purple and long scale, and 
also the chaff scale were discovered 
on most of the Florida stock when 
brought in, and this fact alone goes to 
prove the assertion of the entomolo- 
gists of the department at Wasbing- 
ton, and also concurs with the asser- 
tion of B. M. Lelong of the State 
Board of Horticulture, that these three 
scales are universal in Florida, and 
that as yet no remedy has been discov- 
ered that will exterminate them. 

The strong sentiment that has been 
awakened against Florida scales is 
largely due to the prominence given 
the subject by the Rural Californian 
and is not aimed at Florida infested 
stock alone, but at all infested nursery 
stock, shrubs, trees and plants in 
Southern California. 

It is being impressed upon all inter- 
ested in borticulture that if Southern 


producing country, fruit-growers must 
clean their orchards and eradicate the 
scales. No person can perform a 
higher duty to the country than to 
stimulate this sentiment and sustain 
the endeavers of the commissioners 
and others to clean out the orchards, to 
compel non-resident owners to observe 
the law, and rid the country generally 
of allinsect pesta. 7

THE REVIVED FRUIT-CANNING 
ENTERPRISE. 


— — — 


Operations and Intentions of Joseph 
Wallace— Buildings, Storage Cel- 
lar and Other Preparations—A 
Talk with the Projector. 


Brief mention was made in. THE 
Times of Wednesday last relative to 
the revival of an enterprise which, it 
will be remembered, was in active 
opération in this city some four years 
ago, by Joseph Wallace, a gentleman 
who has been in business here for over 
eight years, and who possesses large 
real-estate interests within the city 
limits. 

At a late hour Thursday evening 
Mr. Wallace returned from a two- 
days’ absence, during which time 
he was negotiating for the 
cannery plant of the Riverside Fruit 
Company at Riverside. It is a matter 
of interest to all Pasadenians to know 
authoritatively that Mr. Wallace met 
with success, and that he has pur- 
chased the entire Riverside cannery 
plant,and that he willin the imme- 
diate future start a cannery for the 

eservation and marketing of the 
ruits native to this section of the 
State, and thereby give Pasadena 8 
new impetus in a worthy industry. 

A TIMES representative went out 60 
Mr. Wallace’s place on Old Fair Oaks 
avenue, and had a pleasant half hour’a 
talk upon the subject of the canning of 
fruit, the nature or extent of the enter- 
prise on foot, etc. 
. “In the first place,“ said the gentle 
man, as soon as we get star here, 


7 in the course of a week or ten days, 


we will have the advantage of the ex- 
perience of one of the best can- 
makers in the country, F. W. Lauer- 
wein, whom I have secured for 
management of that part of the work. 
Besides the advantages in the saving 
of time and labor that the compara- 
tively new Riverside plant will furnish, 
we have a new two-story building as 
a factory proper, and a large and well; 
furnished cellar for storage pur 5 
beside an extra outer building for the 
packing of the canned fruit.” 

What are the difficulties that the 
business has encouftered, or is prob 
able to encounter, in the future?” was 
the life of my canning factory of four 
— ago was, be answered, “the 
mpossibility to secure in and about 
Pasadena a sufficient quantity and va- 
of fruits. My re 
out four years ago, canning factory 
would be running in Vasadenn 
today, however, if it had n 
been for the great boom, 2

tion from frult-raising to speculation 
in land. When I first came out d 
the fruit was really of a very Ge 
order, and when I put my ente 
on foot as the Pasadena Packing Ooms 
pany, it was with the idea of vent 
ally enlarging the business as to War 
rant the formation of a stock com- 
pany and moving the plant to 
more favorable location in Pasadena. 
I first went into the business because 
I had an extensive peach orehard, and 
I found it necessary to can the fruit 
in order to save it to the market. 
The ‘boom’ and its effect ruined all 
business. Orchards had been 80 
neglected during the people’s craze in 


quality of fruit resulted, and it 1s 
ouly today that we are getting back 
on the market a desirable quality as 
well as quantity. This is an individual 
enterprise, but lam sparing no pains 
to make it pay. I am so preparing for 
the reopening of the industry that m 
enterprise can be always incre 
and enlarged in proportion to the ex- 
tent of both fruit and labor.“

can?’ 

“The peach will be our forte, and 
for two reasons—first, because it is our 
most abundant fruit; and secondly, 
because there is a greater demand for 
it. Furthermore, the destruction of 
this fruit in the East by both disease 
and the heavy frosts will compel the 


| eastern market to look this way for 


peaches, both canned and dried. 1 
wil! be prepared to can all 
fruits, especially the smali fruits. 
As to berries, for instance, I cannot 
afford to buy them off the market un- 
less they are more plentiful, for the 
local market bids too highly for this 
class of fruit. The great trouble here 
is that we do not raise a sufficient va- 
riety and quantity of the smaller fruit.

Fast and Slow Milking. 

It is generally understood that fast 
milking has the 8 of securing 
more milk than slow milking. But we 
are not aware of any scientific experi- 
ments to determine the fact. Ralph 
Allen of Delavan, III., however, gives 
the Jersey Bulletin a little experience 
that well illustrates the difference. 
His boy was learning to milk, and took 
two and a half times more time than a 
fast milker, who got from the cow at 
each milking nine to twelve and a half 
pounds of milk. The boy could get 
Only seven to nine pounds. The evi- 
dence in favor of fast milk- 
ing was pretty conclusive—pro- 
vided the time in milking was 
all the difference that affected 
the flow. The fast milker may have 
been more agreeable to the cow, and 
his manner of milking may have been 
more agreeable. The bungling of the 
boy may have been positively annoy-. 
ing to the cow. This would affect her 
“giving down,” as it is called. It may 
have quite as much to do with the 


variation in the yield as the difference 
in time of drawing the milk had. Lou 


must please the cow if you want her 
to do her best. More or less milk is 
secreted during milking—as saliva is 
secreted during eating. If the cow is 
annoyed it checks the secretion of 
milk; if pleased it stimulates it. For 
these reasons, it is important to have 
fast — rp who are good-natured and
